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Vehicle Preference

“[E]mphasis on creating and matching
incentives for BEVs.”

“[IIncentiviz[e] the purchase and lease of
battery electric vehicles (BEVs) and plug-
in hybrid electric vehicles (PHEVS) with
an electric range of 20 miles or greater per
complete charge[]” and “establish a
minimum electric range in order for a
PHEV to be eligible for an incentive” “as
technology progresses|[.]”

Incentive Amount and Income

PHEVs with an electric range of less than
20 miles.

BEV = Benchmarked to a Base MSRP of
<$50,000 in MY 2023.

Special Registration Plate = Any MSRP.

Stackable and Individual Limits

Stackable with different incentives from
different incentive programs but cannot
use two incentives under the Incentive
Program for New PEVs for one vehicle
and capped at one incentive per individual
per year.
